The 
latest news on our P.O. is if the community can find a facility that will have "little to 
no cost" to the USPS our P.O. will remain a f uli service P.O. This is quite a recruest. 
However the community did come up with some options at the short notice they gave us (2-3 
days} . Here is some background Information: 

USPS has a buildlng on leased FAA land, but the land has contaminates . The lease is up 
September 30, 2007, USPS will not extend the lease, even though FAA is liable for the 
contaminates, but USPS denies this even though they've got the documentation that states 
FAA is liable and will remain liable. It is also Federal Law. They've even been so kind 
as to share this documentation with us. We've pointed it out a number of times, to each 
department, they don't seem to care. 

Options given by community: 



1. Move the current facility onto the school district's property temporarily (We 
acquired permission from the Superintendent to do so.) while Lake Minchumina ' s local Gov. 
pursues leasing land from FAA or moving building to private property. 

2 . USPS pursues leasing a different piece of property from FAA; this could be done at

little to no cost and wouldn't take much time. 

3. Lake Minchumina' s local Gov. is pursuing purchasing a building that would be 
available to use as a P.O. free of charge. 

4. USPS extends lease with PAA. 

5. USPS purchases currently leased land from FAA. 

• PAA remains liable for contaminates even after transfer. 

• Cost $10,000. 

USPS told us they'd like to n break even" on their costs of operation in Lake Minchumina, 
there is no P.O. in the state of Alaska that breaks even,- Paul Larson of USPS admitted 
this. 

USPS also wants the facility to have sewer and hot/cold water, very few post offices in 
rural Alaska have sewer or running water, Paul also agreed on this fact. 

USPS wants Handicap accessibility, for a f uli service P.O. or contract post office. Very 
few P.O. s in rural Alaska have that either. 

USPS requires the land be at least 1 acre. 

If these are reguirements of the USPS, why then is our P.O. being singled out? Every 
rural Post Office in Alaska will be shut down if USPS implements all of theses 
requirements . Please help our P.O. in Lake Minchumina remain a full service Post Office,
